This blefled Man, in his humble contemplation 
of this Divine goodnels, ſupplies the wants of thoſe, 
who by their Virtne are intitled to the firſt mo- 
tions of his compaſhon, and removes from them 
the ſtrong temptation of neceſſity: But he reſts not 
here, he is Charitable even to thoſe, whofe Miſery 
ſeems deſerved, and whoſe behaviour under it is a- 
bominable to the World, and perhaps particularly 
ungrateful to himſelf; he bears even with them, 
and hides not himſelf from his own Fleſh, however 
naturally or habitually corrupted: ed 
In this view, he may appear to ſome to diſpenſe 
with a blind Prodigality what he gives to the Ne- 
ceſſities of his Fellow Creatures - and may perhaps KS 
be blamed and reproved, for the vanity and ineffi- 
cacy of his pious Intentions, by thoſe who would 
have their own parſimony pafs for diſcretion. - 
But his Righteouſneſs (here his Charity) perſiſts 
in the labour of his love and endures for ever, and 
- will extort praiſe, where it cannot kindle imitation : 
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His bau ſhalt be exalted with honeur, while the wick- 
ed [ball grieve and gnaſh with their teeth, or pine 
away at the ſight ofthe bleſſed effects of Charity, and 
at the diſappointment of their own evil deſires, 
that Vice and Irreligion ſhould bear up their heads

1 ſhall not need to this aſſembly to recommend 
Charity at large, becauſe it cannot be doubred from 
the viſible effects of it through the Kingdom, that

the only means of their Temporal, which is Labour 
and Induſtry, there is no hardſhip in making them 
leſs Burdens and Nuiſances to Society than they 
are: They who have no excuſe for Idleneſs, may 
be compulſively train'd and apply'd to variety of 
manual Induſtry: They who are under ſome diſ- 
ability of Age, or Health, or Limb, may by the

Lameneſs, or Weakeneſs, or even Blindneſs have no 


excuſe to be exempt from : This conſideration may

another kind of Governors: The ſame ſpirit and 
Diſcernment with the experience which will Daily 
grow from the exerciſe of your important Truſt,
